SAN JUAN, P. R., Feb. 10 (UP). 
—The six-week waterfront strike, 
which tied up all port activities and 
paralyzed the island's chief indus- 
trial operations, ended today and 
longshoremen and ship workers re- 
turned to work under a compromise, 
wage scale pending arbitration of 
their dispute. 

Settlement of the walkout was as- 
sured last night when steamship 
companies agreed to Governor 
Blanton Winship's plan. The strik- 


‘| ers already had accepted the pro- 


posal which provided for resump- 
_ tion of work at 40 cents an hour 
with 60 cents for overtime, and ar- 
bitration of the disputed wage scale. 
The temporary scale, representing 
a 10 per cent increase over pre- 
strike wages, had been offered sev- 
eral weeks ago by the companies 


but rejected by the union which 


held out for 60 an hour with 90 


cents for extra work. 


Resumption of operations was de- 
layed for an hour by a report that 
New York head offices of the com- 
panies had ordered the re-employ- 
ment of four dock clerks. They 
were re-hired when the union 
Warned that “all or none” 
go back to work. The arbitration 
agreement was signed by the com- 
panies involved, Frederick Myers for
